Another tetter from Dr. Iluntor. 

To the Editor of the New Era. 

Sin, — I find mysitf again forced to en* 
croach on your epr.co, In order to placo Mr. 
Smith in his correct position, ltd ttzitli 
that I havo been rm'sroprezentiog bitn with 
reaoect to tho t\Bse33meut ; that I havo not 
had candour enough to go fully into tho mat- 
ter. Let mo now mako tardy reparation for 
this injustice, and enlighten tho village a lit- 
tle further as to his taxes. My object, ho 
eays, was to make a Utile capital in view of 
the coming eleotion. . Mr. Smith may think 
tt if ho hkee, but eurely ho ehould bo iho list 
ton jy one word on . this subject. Of this, 
however, ho may rest assured lhat I shall nol 
attempt to do to at tho eacrifico of truth ond 
teJf-mptet. In this matter I hope to make 
a little moro than he, when his little effusion ia 
properly ventilated. He wishes the publio lo 
compare hia aracsnncnl in 1858, 1859, and 
18G0, and boldly asserts that he is ateeHcd 
much higher this year than in either of the 
two previous ones. I wish the voters to weigh 
ojrefully the worde nnd spirit of bis letter ; 
mark well that he wants his tcnofc or tolut 
uMetsment compared in theto years; white 
the Clerk, who socnie very . countable 10 
Messrs. Smith and Sutherland, conBnes 
himself to assessment on real property. This 
fact first gavo mo a little light when perplex- 
ed with ihe seeming anomaly of his being 
rated higher, and yet paying less tax than in 
former years, Then, as to tho object to be 
gained by the letter ? why, to make a little 
Oipital for himself to be auro. Mr, Smith 
authoritively asserts tint he understands these 
matters; if he does, then sojnueh tho worse 
for himself, for I fcarleasly assert that the 
Aawament Roll nroves that ho hae dcliber- 
ately stated what is not true. It is not true 
that he is osfeeeed higher Ibis year than in 
1858 and 1859; the very rcvemo of this is 
the fact, for instance, in 1858 his total as- 
segment was $285; in 1859, $281 ; in IcW 
?272, yearly value, but in 18G0 he was as- 
sesied on properly of the yearly value of 8f>* 
for which ho waa net r timed in !£S9 j de- 
duct this amount from lliis year's aisersaienl 
and the result is 1859, $28! ; I81IO, $208. 
How he will explain this 1 know not, but I 
do know how I can exptiin it, that is, he pul 
in properly at $1,000 this year, which in the 
two previous years be put in at $2,000; but 
if Mr. Smith wishes to shirk hia personal 
property ajlogejher, we will accomodate him, 
and examine his aajwament only so far ae il 
rcjatca to bis real properly. In 1858, his 
house was rated at $9G ; io 1859, at $90; 
in 1800, at $84. Now, with Ihe other items 
in 1858, ell his property on the weat side of 
Main-sl., with the exception of bis house, Is 
put dow at 1 1 j acres, at a yesrly valuo of 
$53, it is therefore impossible to make a cor- 
.roct comparison between that year and 18C0. 
In 1859 he was not assessed lor his house on 
Smith-st., or hie office and lot on Main-sl, of 
the yesrly value of $C4. Now, as he was as- 
sessed for these properties in 1SG0, it is clear 
that in making a comparison between theas- 
•ej-sment in the two^'cars, this amount moat 
bo deducted from thn year's suessment ; do 
so, and the result is as follows : — 1859, total 
assessment on real property $101 ; 1RG0, lo- 
I il assessment on asruo property. $1-18; dif- 
ference against Mr. Smith, $13. Then, 
again, the house and lot referred to by Ihe 
Clerk as beine assessed to Mr. Smith In 1859. 
and assessed lo Mr. Wood* in 1800, at the 
yearly rental of $23, was not rzse&sed to Mr. 
Smith last yesr, excepting ae a rjuarter-acre 
lot, without home, no house at least appeal- 
ing on Ihe roll; if it was assessed without so 
appearing it could only be at $7 instead of 
$23. Now, sir, these are facts which cannot 
be contradicted. What relation do they bear 
to Mr. Smith's veracity? ho must be eimplt 
as well as dishnnest to" try lo cram tuch a tis- 
sue of fabrications down the throats of the 
electors. Let those who have iu limes past 
placed any faith in Mr. Smith's word, read 
cirefully his letter, and then examine the as- 
segment roll wherein is recorded the unau- 
swcr.tble evidence of his misrepresentation 
and falsity. I mar add that Mr. Stuith has
